FIGURING ON PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 



Several experts representing some 
of the largest concerns in the Unit- 
ed States have been in Paris for 
several days, in consultation with 
Mayor January and members of the 
Council Committees on Improve- 
ments, etc. 

For some time the matter of muni- 
cipal ownership of public service 
utilities of this city have been un- 
der consideration, but the matter has 
been held in abeyance until estimates 
of cost could be procured. The first 
of these will be the installation of a 
complete electric light plant. The 
experts have secured complete data 
as to the number of high power 
electric lights, as well as those of 
lesser capacity, necessary to furnish 
the city with light, and to take 
care of private consumers. The re- 
port will be completed soon and sub- 
mitted at a meeting of the Council.

MONDAY CO UNTY COURT DAY. 

Next Monday will be County Court 
day, when a large attendance of 
farmers and traders is expected to be 
in the city. There will be public 
speaking at the court house by Hon. 
Harry V. McChesney and Mr. Maury 
Kemper, in the interest of the Dem- 
ocratic State ticket. Being the day 
before the regular election, there 
will be a great deal doing among 
the politicians, who will take ad- 
vantage of the presence in the city 
of large numbers of voters to fix up 
their fences for the contest to follow 
the next day. 



At a special meeting of tse Paris 
City Council, Tuesday night, called 
for the purpose, the report of the 
special committee appointed by the 
Council to investigate the manage- 
ment and condition of the Massie 
Memorial Hospital, was read. 

The testimony given before the 
special committee covered about 
three hundred typewritten pages, 
and included sixteen physicians; 
representatives of the past and pres- 
ent Fiscal Court; fourteen nurses 
who have been employed at the Mas- 
sie Hospital and in twenty-nine 
cities. Only about one-third of the 
testimony was read, owing to the 
length of the statements. The Coun- 
cil adjourned until Wednesday night 
when the remainder of the report 
was read. The Council took the re- 
port under advisement, and made it 
a special order to be acted upon at 
a meeting to be held in the future. 
The testimony of the various wit- 
nesses was preceded by statements 
from the investigating committee. 
The report was signed by the mem- 
bers of the committee, Misses Helen 
Hutchcraft and Mary K. Stone, and 
Mrs. Wm. Kenney. 

The following is a complete text 
of the statement of the committee in- 
troducing the report: 

"The Committee appointed by the 
City Council of Paris, Kentucky, to 
investigate the general management 
and conditions of the Massie Memo- 
rial Hospital submits herewith all 
evidence of those who appeared in 
ing the institution, as recorded by a 
stenographer and a notary public. 

"Sixteen physicians of the county 
have testified. One, as a member of 
the Hospital Board, asked to be ex- 
cused. All persons at present em- 
ployed, and as many as possible of 
those employed in the past, at the 
hospital, were asked to appear. The 
evidence of those who addeared in 
response to our summons is given. 

"The president of the Hospital 
Board and all members of the Wo- 
men's Board were requested to be 
present. Of this number two ap- 
peared, two stated over the tele- 
phone that they knew nothing of in- 
terest, one was unable to come be- 
cause of illness in the family, and 
one was out of town. The response 
of the chairman of the Women's 
Board came in the form of a note, 
which is attached to this report. 

"Evidence of several public offi- 
cials who have had some connection 
with the Hospital is included. The 
evidence also includes the testimony 
of a miscellaneous group of pebple 
who were summoned or who came 
voluntarily. 

"We realize that a limitless amount 
of testimony might have been col- 
lected from the public-at-large, but 
inosmuch as full testimony is 
given by the persons having the 
most intimate knowledge of the af- 
fairs of the hospital, viz. the physi- 
cians and the nurses, the evidence 
collected is deemed adequate."

FILED 
COURT. 
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A suit has been filed in the office 
of Circuit Clerk Wm. H. Webb, by 
Miss Letitia Clay, of near Paris 
through her attorneys, E. M. Dick- 
son, of Paris, and Judge Ed. O'Rear 
of Frankfort, against Brooks Clay' 
of the comity, in which Joseph H.' 
Clay, Henry B. Clay, Frank Clay 
and Mrs. Maggie Clay Howard are 
also mentioned as co-defendants. 

The suit asks to have certain 
deeds given by the plaintiff to the 
defendant set aside, and that she be 
adjudged owner of the property sub- 
ject to certain condition expressed 
in a will of her father, Henry Clay. 
The land is in three tracts and ag- 
gregates 420 acres. 

The plaintiff's father, Henry Clay, 
died in 1898, leaving his estate to 
his children, Letitia, Joseph N. and 
George Clay, decreeing that if either 
Letitia or George Clay should die 
without children their share would 
go to the other. George died in 
September, 1919. The plaintiff 
claims that before his death, by 
threats, duress and force, he made 
her sign deeds of the property to 
Brooks Clay, the defendant, for 
which she never received any com- 
pensation or consideration.

Statistics show that since 1900, 
disasters of peace time have brought 
personal injury to 1,500,000 per- 
sons, at the same time destroying 
property valued at many millions 
of dollars. During 1917 alone, eigh- 
ty disasters were given relief by the 
Red Cross. The three emergency 
headquarters of the Lake Division are 
already established at Cleveland, In- 
dianapolis and Louisville. From Red 
Cross warehouses in these cities sup- 
plies can be loaded on trucks in ten 
minutes and rushed to the disaster 
area. 

Hospitals in ten towns in Ken- 
tucky are receiving supplies from 
Cleveland, Ohio, St. Joseph's and the 
Deaconess hospitals, Louisville, hav- 
ing received sixteen cases. 

It is to continue and extend Red 
Cross Service for Americans that an 
appeal for dollar membership is to be 
made in the third Red Cross Roll 
Call. November 2-11.

RETAIL SALE OF SURPLUS GOV- 
ERUME NT SUP PLIES 

Mayor E. B. January has received 
a letter from Lieut.-Col. E. B. Greg- 
ory, Zone Supply Officer of the Quar- 
termaster's Depot, located at Jeffer- 
sonville, Indiana, in regard to the 
Government sale of surplus supplies. 
The press has been asked to give 
wide publicity to the letter,, which 
is accompanied by a list of articles, 
ivnd prices at which they may be ob- 
tained. The letter follows: 

"Jeffersonville, Indiana, 

"October 23, 1919. 
"Mayor of Paris Bourbon County, 
Kentucky. 
"1. As you may be aware, the 
Government is disposing of certain 
surplus supplies through the medium 
of retail stores, established in vari- 
ous cities throughout the United 
States. These supplies consist of 
hardware, clothing and food stuffs. 

"2. As it is not practicable to es- 
tablish a retail store in your city, the 
War Department has authorized this 
Depot to accept bulk orders from any 
municipality, district or any bona 
fide community buying organization. 
These orders will be shipped by 
freight, charges prepaid, and a dis- 
count of ten per cent, on the entire 
bill will be allowed for overhead, 
which the purchaser must necessari- 
ly incur in distributing the goods. 
Assurance, however, must be given 
by the purchasing municipality, dis- 
trict or community that the goods 
will be delivered to the ultimate 
consumer at the Government retail 
price. 

"3. There is enclosed herewith a 
list of items which this depot is able 
to furnish you. You may be assur- 
ed that any goods ordered will be 
promptly furnished or the money re- 
funded. 

"4. Cash in shape of a Post Office 
Money Order or certified check must 
accompany the order. 

"5. As the purpose of establish- 
ing these retail stores was not so 
much to dispose of the surplus stock 
as to put the goods in the hands of 
the ultimate consumer at the cheap- 
est price possible, it is especially re- 
quested that you interest yourself in 
this matter and place it before any of 
the citizens of your town who may 
be desirous of taking advantage of 
this offer. + 

"6. This Depot will be glad.toT 
furnish you any additional informa- 
tion which you may desire.

It is a good thing for those Amer- 
icans who think their country is a 
hard taskmaster in requesting eco- 
nomy, saving and adherence to the 
necessary to any nation that has 
been at war, to note that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is not 
the only government which is advis- 
ing its people to live well, work well 
and save well. 

Our very close ally across the sea 
— England — is urging the unity of 
her people in thrift and saving, to 
keep the industry of that country 
from declining, which would mean 
disaster and a longer period of re- 
construction. 

In a meanorable speech by King 
George, not long since in London, he 
said: 

/ 

"With the end of the war a great 

chapter in the history of our coun- 
try is closed. A new era which is 
opening before us brings its' own 
tasks, and the same qualities which 
have carried us to victory will be 
needed in full measure for the work 
of reconstruction. The spirit of 
union, self-sacrifice and patience 
which our people displayed during 
years of fighting, will still be re- 
quired if we are to reap the full ben- 
efit of the peace which we have won. 
And those great qualities must be 
reinforced by the homlier virtues of 
industry and thrift. 

"As was inevitable in the prosecu- 
tion of the war, we have been losing 
largely on our capital. Now that 
we are at peace again our country 
urgently demands from every citizen 
the utmost economy in order to make 
the best use of the resources which 
our nation possesses, and strenuous 
and unremitting industry in order to 
insure the greatest we shall have to 
face depression and poverty.

To work together, united for the wel- 
fare of our country — to be econom- 
ical — to save and invest wisely so 
that there will be no chance of los- 
ing, is the safest plan for each indi- 
vidual to follow.
